The Attorney-General has not 
escaped the suspicion that always 
attaches to lawyers who are 
politicians, but it would be jnster 
to regard him as a politician who 
is alawyer. The first kind prac- 
tise the law for thojr conscience 

‘fand take to politics as tho only 
sort of lay. preaching whose 
rawards are not laid up in heaven. 
The second and less numerous 
kind, to which Sir Gordon Hewart 
belongs, practise the law for its 
rewards, and politics for the 
recreation and; if possible, tho 
approval] ot their conscience. 

He waga politician before ho was 
a lawyer, and he must have writ- 
ten as many newspaper articles 
before he took office as Mr. 
Churchill since. He took to the 
law when he.was no longer quite 
young, for the sako of liberty and 
fees, but though ho presumably 
got the fees itis doubtful whether 
he captured much liberty. The 
life of a barrister is not, it has 
been said, a bed, of. roses, for 
either it is all bed and no roses, 
orif be succeéds, itis all roses 
and no bed. And becoming a 
law officer of the Crown “doos 
not mend matters in that respect, 
for these much-abused.. and 
strangely envied men do twice 
the work forhalf the fees and 
in addition have politics thrown 
in as an extra shift. No mat 
can court politics and Jaw quite 
impartially. Tho bias to the one 
or the other must come soonor or 
later, and in Sir Gordon Hewart’s 
cass it seems to have come 
definitely towards the law. 

POLITICAL GIFTS. 

It is a-—pity from some points of 
view, for he has political gifts 
that have not found full expres- 
sion in the Coalition. In his 
younger days ho used to plead for 
the cause of constitutional! reform 
in India and liked his fling at the 
Liberal Imperialists; andin Man- 
chester they still talk of the 
masterly speeches in which he 
presented the Free Trade case at 
a by-election there. ~ “ 

One often hears his old political 
friends-deplore that no occasion 
has arisen in which a serupulous- 
ly Joyal member of the Govern- 
ment (as he is) could have made 
an appeal on behalf of wronged 
suffering or indulge? the sym- 
pathy with the uaderdog which 
is instinctive with a Liberal. To 
these ardont souls his Attorney- 
Generalship, ‘of which one who 
k dew said recently that never had 
the Crown been so well served. in 
this office befure, seems no better 
than a series of appearances in 
behalf of .Dora’s drunks and 
disorderlies, and he bas certainly 
been unfortunate in somo of the 
legislation put under his care. - | 

On the other hand, it is only 
fair to the Government to add 
that Sir Gordon Hewart might 
have been Home Secretary if he 
had wished, and perhaps at one 
time Irish Secretary too. He 
was right to decline both, for he 
is rather too literal for Ireland 
and too sceptical for the Home 
Office. The War Office might 
have suited him, for he has an 
excellent head for. business, and 
the India Office certainly would, 
for no one has a keener sympathy 
with the cause of constitutional 
reform’ or more dislike for-the 
arrogance of a race ascendancy. 
But these offices would - have 
taken him away: from the law, 
and by the time they presented

His fuithfulness to-the law was 
best both for himself and for the

Lord Chief, both for hia mastery 
of the law and for. the powor of 
expressing it with the exactness 
ofascholurand the dignity of a 
born orator. ‘Sir Gordon. Howart 
has carried orderliness of mind 
and the gift of style. to the point 
of gentus. H» has not the 
sonority of Mr. Asquith, but ho 
has grzater subtlety, as suro a 
grasp of masses of detail, 
equal tightness and more plasti- 
city in argument. His speech is 
smooth and pure; the words fall 
unerringly into their placa, not 
in tho somewhat shambling 
fluency ot Lord Haldane, but eyes 


right aud shoulders back like. toy | 


soldiers. Even his impromptu 
speeches still manage to convey 
the same impression of perfect, 
pros3, and when he is argu is you 
aro los: unless you dispute the 
Premises, for thers is never ao 
nick in the smooth surface of the 
development. 

These qualities are exceeding- 
ly useful in politics, and the 
Government used to bring him in 
like a famous consaltant, good 
bedside manner and all, to their 
desperate cases. But they are 
indispensable ‘in the law. For 
suprome success in politics you 
must have visions, {rances, 
divination, anacolutha, leaps. 
Sir Gordon Hewart was never 
guilty of these things, and when 
he talks at large on general 
politics, it is to the talk of other 
men as a journey on the'under- 
around to an air-flight. He is 
exact and helpful but. not inspir- 
ing. But in law these limitations 
aro virtues, and after all even 
politics ig building as well as 
designing. 

Let it never bo forgotten, whon 
we contrast the lawyer and the 
politician, that the edifice of 
British liberties is raised on the 
foundations of the common law, 
and that the great classic charters 
of English political liberty have 
no more passion and imagination 
in them than a statement of 
claim, A man is not necessarily 
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lost to politics when he becomes | 


Lord Caief Justice, and thero is 
an immense mass of work crying 
aut to be done on tho boundarios 
of law and politics. Some one 
suggested recently that Sir 
Gordon Hewart would be the man 
to carry out the work of codific- 
ation if this is ever seriously to 
be undertaken in this country. 
A NEW LIBERALISM, 

Sir Gordon Hewart, by reason 
of the simplicity and straight- 
for vardness of his political views, 
is a wood example of the Coali- 
tion Liberal, and as such has 
been frequently made a target of 
abuse by those to whom a Liboral 


faith is not a compass to guide: a | 


man through his political 
difficulties, but a line to be 
toed, To him the war 
came as an even ruder shock 
than to many others because, 
iustead of confirming their 
diagnosis of politics, it seemed to 
make havoc of shuch that ‘thoy 
had implicitly believed. To 
those men Coalition presented 
itself first as a condition hecessary 
for winning the war (as it certain- 
ly was), and secondly, as a 
necessary stage in the develop- 
ment of -the Liberal faith itself. 
They believed that the moment 
the faith hardened into dogma it 
must die here, as it has all but 
died abroad, and they thought 
that in a faw years anew Libera}: 
ism would emerge, including the 
best elements of both parties and 
even possibly a wing of the Labour 
men. It was because he stood 
for this belief. that Sir Gordon 
Hewart went down t> the Liberal 
meetings at Leamington last year 
and was in effect drummed out of 
the Party. cs 

Whether his tactics were right 
or wrong, time onlyf{can show, 


but bis policy of wanting a 
restatement of tie Liberal faith 
has already been proved to ba 
right. In fact, a great’ Liberal 
reaction has ‘begun in- this 
country. and the difficulty is]: 
that its pace has outstripped 
the power of any -politieal 
machinery to adapt itself to the 
changes. But it is not a reaction 
to the Liberal faith in its old 
forms. Under what banner it will 
ultimately range itself ae 
‘m) can say for certain. [fr 


under the banner of the independ. 
ent Liberals, it will be because 
they, too, have moved. On the 
other hand, it may be under 
new Coalition banner , with 
Mr. Lloyd George or someone 
else leading. Personalities apart, 
there is precious little between 
the Coalition Liberals and their 
old friends, who have paid them 
the compliment of imitating their 
policy and reshaping the old 
faith to new conditions. What 
a meeting there will day ef these 
fiying tangents ! .

That, I think, sums 
up the message on broad lines— 
save for one thing to which Ishall 
refer later. The message is not 
that of a literary purist, nor is it 
the spocch of an orator, but it is 
the address of an honest, and fear- 
less, and unpretentions man~ 
which is far better. 


Any fool-can pick ‘flaws~-and 
T don’t wish to play the part of 
the fool, I was brought up under 
adecendant of an old Englishman 
who revered his God, could lash 
a disobedient boy sternly and 
who, at the same time, inculcated 
idena of the only Personality 
capable of saving this world; 
who drove into me such idea as 
"judge not that ye be not judged,” 
“follow Me,’ be kindly affection- 
ed oneto another, with brotherly 
love, in honovr preferring one 
another; not slothful in spirit, 
serving the ‘Lord; rejoic- 
ing in hope; patientin tribulation ; 
contimiing instant in prayer; dis- 
tributing to the necessity of saints 
(vour neighbours); given’ to 
hospitality; blessing them which 
perscute you, blessing and cursing 
not; rejoicing with them that 
do rejoice and weeping with 
them that weep; being of the 
same mind.one toward another, 
miuding not high things, but con- 
descending to men of low estate; 
boing not wise in .one’s own 
canceit; recompensing to no man 
evil for. evil; providing things 
honest in. the sight of all men,” 
and (not only as much as lieth in 
you) “living peacably with all 
men.” 

There is one phrase in the 
address: that will endure—" we 
crave friedship and harbour no 
hate.” That, I venture to say, 
will live in the English language, 
to the credit of the name of the 
late Editor of the Murion Star ; 
and hois quite right in saying that 
while his own people will - not 
misunderstand neither will the 
world misconstrue his words. 


If anybody can save the world 
from the mess into which Cabot 
Lodge has thrown it it is the 
present President—providing he 
remains true to himself and in 
silence and strength serves his 
people and the people of other 
place and climes, as Abraham 
Lincoln served them. 


2 It is true he has emphasized 
America, our America,” a little 
unduly, for it savours of. pride—- 
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and pride, even since days’ when 
the Hebrews screamed ‘are we 
not the descendants of Abrabam 
our father,” and long before tha , 
when the descendants of the 
same patriarch from the plains 
of Mesopotamia were scourged 
by the Ezyptians, has always 
proved the pitfall of both nations 
and men.

‘PEACE MOVES IN 
IRELAND. 


Why They Proved Abortive 

Sinn Fein recently issued an 
official bulletin regarding the 
session of Dail Eireann, which 
was held during the ‘ast weck of 
January. In the courso of his 
spoech tho President (Mr De 
Valera) gavo the . following 
account of the so-called truce 
negotiations of the month of 
December :— 

“On December i. pertubed at 
the effect on. world opinion of his 
unrestricted Black and Tan war- 
fare upon the Trish people, the 
British Premier commissioned 
the Archbishop of Perth to come 
to Ireland as official intermediary 
to arrange a‘truce. . 


" His Grace accopted the com 
mission, and camo and had inter- 
views’ with the acting Presizent 
and others. He found that they 
were fair and reasonable men, 
and returned to report to Mr 
Lloyd Georgo on December 8. 


“The attitude of Mr Lloyd 
George seemed to have changed 
somewhat,. kecause he believed, 
or pretended to believe, that there 
were indications of a gencral 
break-up of the moral of the Irish 
people and a cry for peace at any 
price, and in the light of this ho 
outlined in ‘the House of Com- 
mone his plans for a victorious 
and final exsault. 


“OUR DEFENCES WERE TO 
BE STORMED.” © 

“ Our defences in front were to 
be stormed, ‘said Mr De Valora, 
“and we were to ba subtly and 
claborately sapped from the rear. 
However, his Grace was asked to 
return here, which he did. On 
December 14th the English 
Cabinet intimated its willingness 
for: a truce for a month on 
certain general terms which had 
heen. the subject of  dis- 
cussion. These terms were re- 
duced to a written formula and 
presented by his Graco to Dublin 
Castle on December 16th. Here 
is the formula :—: 


“The British Government 
undertakes that during the truce 
no raids, arrests, pursuits, burn- 
ings, shootings, lootings, demoli- 
tion, Courts-martial, or other acts 
of violence will be carried out by 
its forces, and that there will’ be 
no enforcement of the terms of 
martial law proclamations. Wo, 
on our side, undortake to use all 
possible means to ensure that no 
acts whatever of voilence will 
occur on our side during the 
period of the truce. The British 
Government, on their, part, and 
we, on: ours, will use our best 
efforts to bring. about the condi- 
tions above mentioned with tho 
ubject of creatinz an atmosphere 
favourable to the meeting to- 
gather of tepresentatives of the 
Trish people with a view to bring- 
ing about a p rmanent peace.” 


“IMPOSSIBLE CONDITIONS.” 

“On December 17 Dublin 
Castle signified its acceptance of 
this formula, but added the imp- 
ossible conditions that we should 
surrender our ‘arms and leave 
ourselves without any means of 
resistance or of defence. The 
Archbishop, who wished to be 
fair, could not dream of asking us 
to accept.such a. condition. 

“Tho negotiations remained in 
abeyance until the 29th and'30th 
when they were disposed of fin- 


ally at the British Cabinet meet- 
ing. So the Archbishop was 
informed on Dacember 31. On) 
that date a totally new proposition 
was put forward, with which his 
grace, would have nothing to do. 
Thus the whole thing ended as, I 
am sure. many of you anticipated 
it wauld end, by the British 
Premier running away from the 
terms he had himself originally 
suggested. The British Premier 
was simrly maneovring for 
position in an’ attempt to place 
the representatives of this nation 
in a false light before the peoples 
of the world.”

_ A knock duc to overheating can 
always be noticed by, its accom- 
paniment of steam from tho radi- 
ator. It ozcurs mostly going up 
a hill, although it may also result 
on level roads.

Association of Amateur Oarsmen, 
National Cycling Association, 
National Rifle Association, United 
States Golf Association, United 
States National Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation, United States Revolver 
Association, Knights of Columbus, 
Young Men's Christian Associa.

JURYWOMEN ON THEIR 
ORDEAL. 


“ Only Married Women for 
Divorce ” Case. 


The jurywomen in a recent 
diyorce case seemed highly re- 
lieved that the case was over. 


dismissed, and they had had no 
luncheon, the Judge having ro- 
jected the request of the foreman 
that the jury might have some 
refreshment. 


One of the jurywomen Mrs. 
Akers, a middle aged woman, 
veiled and wearing a purple hat 
and dark costume, expressed her- 
self forcibly to a Daily Mail 
reporter on the question of wo- 
men’s qualification as jurors in 
divorce cases, : 

“No womon should serve on 
juries of any kind, in my opinion, 
especially divorce juries,” she 
said. “ This has been a dreadful 
ordeal. It has been terrible hav- 
ing to hear such things as have 
been brougbt up in this case. 

Women, it is true, are apt to be 
a little prejudiced in’ favour of 
women on account of tho 
children, and I grant that 
women ‘are better judges of 
domestic quarrels, perhaps, than 
men; but in this particular case 
it was purely one of deciding 
whether adultery had been com- 
mitted or not, — 

“ Women should not have todo 
such work and if they must then 
married women only should bo 
called upon. They should be over 
30, too.” 

Miss Lillian Charlotte Baker— 
“My view is that any case which 


comes into Court is one on which | 


a woman ought to sit. It is no 
use talking about unpleasant 
details ‘now. This should have 
been foreseen. Nor is it any good 
now making distinctions between 
married and unmarried women, 
It is not so much a question of 
age as of ability.” : 

Mrs Maud Balfour (widow) —“I 
would do anything to prevent 
women having to undergo such 
an ordeal as I have been tbrough. 
I think it is a case of the minority 
suffering for the majority. It 
was terrible to sit there and listen 
to those letters being read.” 

Two unmarried women jurors 
“We suppose this sort of thing 
has to be faced, but we think the 
duty ought to be confined . to 
married women, and even then 
only to those above a certain age.”

SOME SUMMARY CONTESTS. 

Ming Yuen. Gardens were 
crowded on Thursday evening, 
tho naval contingent being very 
much in. evidence, when the 
Hongkong Boxing Association 
staged another capital pro- 
gramme, Unlike last month's 
show, when all the contests 
went the allotted distance, three 
of the five events ended sum 
marily, but there was oO fairly 
exciting evening's sport. 

Tho middle-weighis Mc Donald 
and Bowbidgo set a good pace in 
the initial event, Bowhidge 
showing improved form upon his 
previous display, and he had been 
through a gruelling bout when he 
withdrew in the fifth. round. 
McDonald is a ‘tough handful— 
quick as well: as . strong 
and game. 'Hé exploited a 
straight left with effect, 
did not forget to bring the right 
into operation. 

The amateurs Logan and 
Gough persevered, but scarcely 
gave a show to arouse enthusiasm, 
and while Logan gained the belt 
donated by Mr. R,. M. Dyor, 
which was. presented directly 
after the contest, it would be 
flattery to say that championship 
form was displayed. 

Neal and Ward 
a good match, but =the 
encounter ended suddenly 
with the P.O.'s retirement, Thero 
may bea furthor match for Master 
Teddy, a challenge being issued 
on behalf of another naval feather- 
woight. 

The chiof event of the ovening 
had a disappointing termination, 
as Kerrison accidentally caught 
his opponent’s . eye with his 
head, inflicting o nasty cut. 
“Sky fought: cleanly, though, 
and the demonstration by the large 
naval contingent. while, perhaps 
not unnaturalin the excitement, 
was really unwarranted. Codlings 
was willing to continue, buthaving 
regard to the severity of the 
wound the medical officer, Dr. 
Harston, had no hesitation in plac- 
ing his veto upon a continuance. A 
demand by the naval spectators 
for “No contest” was in opposi- 
tion to the rules; the referee 
had no option but to award 
thecontest to Kerrison, It was 
the fortune—the misfortune for 
Codlings—of war. “Sky,” how- 
ever, had predominated. By win- 
ning this contest Kerrison made 
the welter-weight belt his absolute 
property, and it was presented to 
him in the ring. ‘The popular 
“Sky” regained a good deal of 
favour by a brief speech in which 
he stated that during the ten years 
he had been in the Colony he. had 
met numerous opponents up to 
heavy-weights and had always 
fought fairly, He regretted 
the premature termination of 
the contest as much as anybody. 

There is & point to which allu- 
sion may be made, not by way of 
aspersion upon Kerrison person- 
ally, for he has won the welter- 
weight trophy by hard exertion, 
but as a matter of general prin- 
ciple, “Sky” weighed-in at 150 
Ibs. and so failed to make the 
limit. Codlings like a sports- 
man waived the , question of 
the oxtra poundages, agreeing not 
only to go on with the match but 
to let the title go with it. So far 
so good, The point of principle 
remains. It is safe to say that 
the A.B.A. at Home would not 
allow a boxer. over weight. to 
contest a championship trophy, 
though all the other participants 
acquiesced; - nor .would the 
National Sporting. Club do so in 
the case of the Lonsdale belts.
